Hearst 


Tearful testimony 
of violent acts, 
nightmare scenes 


SAN FRANCISCO (A P ) - 
Patricia Hearst. weeping and strain­ 
ing for breath, recalled for jurors 
Friday the nightmare scenes of her 
captivity — a tale of violent abduc­ 
tion, torture and fear that her 
terrorist kidnapers intended to bury 
her alive. 
Testifying in her own defense at 
her bank robbery trial, the pale and 
slender defendant told for the first 
time in public how she was blind­ 
folded, dragged from her apartment 
and knocked unconscious, then 
dumped into the trunk of a car as she 
heard gunshots and screams behind 
her. 


“ Bitch, you'd better be quiet,” the 
tearful Miss Hearst quoted her chief 
torm entor, 
Donald 
“ Cinque’ 
DeFreeze, as shouting the night he 
broke into her apartment with two 
others. 
Weaving a tale of horror and 
degradation. Miss Hearst spent near­ 
ly two hours on the witness stand 
after the prosecution rested its case 
against her U.S. Atty. James L. 
B row n in g sa id he fe lt the 
government's case had gone well, 
although he planned to offer a sub­ 
stantial amount of evidence in rebut­ 
tal to the defense. 
The seven women and five men of 


her jury, who had not heard her 
testify before, swiveled their chairs 
in her direction and appeared to hang 
on every word. 
Miss Hearst burst into tears only 
moments into her testimony as she 
told of being dragged into the 
darkness of the radical underground, 
where she was locked blindfolded in 
a padded closet for weeks. She 
recalled her dreaded captor, “ Field 
Marshal Cinque of the Symbionese 
Liberation Army, making constant 
threats: 
“ If I tried to escape, I’d be killed 
If I made any noise. I'd be beaten or 
they'd hang me up from the ceiling 


Captive in the nearly airless 
closet, she feared she might have 
been buried alive. 
“I was really scared, she said in a 
soft, breathy voice. “ I must have 
done something because right away 
they told me it was a closet 
Soon, she said, Cinque turned to 
physical abuse Dissatisfied with her 
performance on a tape recorded 
“ communique,“ she recalled tear­ 
fully, he punched her in the breasts 
and groin 
The young heiress testified with 
her parents and four sisters looking 
on. their faces anguished as they 
heard once more the first tape 


recording of Miss Hearst sent from 
the underground just two years ago 
Miss Hearst told during her 
testimony of DeFreeze’s hateful 
words about her parents 
“ He said that my parents had conr 
mitted crimes against the people and 
that 1 was being held for their crimes 
, 
He said that I could be tried for 
what my parents had done 
Miss Hearst, who had disavowed 
any radical allegiances during 
testimony Monday with the jury ab 
sent, continued to portray herself as 
victim, not ally, of kidnapers she 
identified as DeFreeze, Angela 
Atwood and William Harris.

U.S. industry 
output rises; 
9th month 


WASHINGTON (AP' — The output 
of the nation’s industry increased for 
the ninth consecutive month in 
January, another indication that last 
month was a good one for the econo­ 
my. 
An increase in industrial pro­ 
duction should mean more jobs 
became available in the nation’s fac­ 
tories, mines and utilities. 
The Federal Reserve Board said 
Friday that industrial production 
rose by seven-tenths of 1 per cent in 
January and sixtenths of 1 per cent in 
December 
Production of consumer goods, 
such as home appliances and televi­ 
sion sets, was strong, although the 
Fed noted a slight reduction in auto 
output. 
The gains in industrial production 
followed a big drop in unemployment 
to 7.8 per cent during the month and 
reports that wholesale prices were 
stable for the third consecutive 
month in January — indicating con­ 
tinuing improvement in the nation's 
inflation problems. 
The Labor Department said in its 
wholesale price report Friday that 
prices of farm products, including 
most foods, declined 2.8 per cent in 
January, the third straight month of 
decline 
The Federal Reserve Board said 
its industrial production index for 
January stood a t.119.3 of the 1967 
average of 100. That represented an 
8.5 per cent increase in production 
since the recession low last April 
Auto production dropped slightly 
to an annual rate of 7 6 million units, 
down from 7.8 million units in 
December However, the board said 
it expects auto production to rise to 
the eight million unit level in 
February

He said only that “ the 
report became available to 
me — and apparently not 
to me alone — at a time 
when its general release 
was expected within a few 
days.” 
He said he reported high­ 
lights extensively on CBS 
news, but the situation 
changed when the House 


ordered the intelligence 
committee by a vote of 246 
to 124 Jan. 29 to keep the 
report secret. 
Publication of the report 
in 21 pages of The Village 
Voice was arranged by an 
intermediary provided by a

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Women, blacks, M exican-Americans 
Minority issues behind school chiet delay 
_ 


Three minority rights organizations with a combined 
membership of some 474 are an active force in the 
Pomona Unified School District. 
They are the Black Employes Association, (BEA), the 
Association for Women’s Abilities and Rights in Educa­ 
tion (AWARE) and the Association of Mexican American 
Educators (AMAE). 
These groups, along with the Pomona Valley Chapter of 
the National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People (NAACP), brought pressure on the school board in 
late January causing it to change its position on ap­ 
pointing a new superintendent without first advertising it 
to all races and sexes 
AMAE, dating back more than 20 years, is the oldest of 
the three organizations It has 50 members and many as­ 
sociate memberships including community represen­ 
tatives and university students active in MECHA 
chapters. 
BEA, with some 350 members, was organized five 
years ago for certificated people but was enlarged last 
spring to include all black employes. 
AWARE, with 74 members, is the newest of the three 
organizations. It came into existence formally last Sept. 
9. 
Rafael Estupinian, principal at Fremont Junior High 
_ School, is president of AMAE. 


BEA chairman is Melvin Banks, coordinator of in­ 
tergroup education 
Eleanor Duncan, Pomona High 
School counselor, is co-chairman 
AWARE president is Cathy Chamberlain, assistant 
principal at Lorbeer Junior High School in Diamond Bar 


Estupinian explained that AMAE Pomona Chapter is a 
unit of a statewide organization which rapidly is gaining 
recognition at National levels. 
Chapter meetings are held monthly. Annually there are 
two local conferences, a state conference, which will be 


held in San Mateo this year, and a National Issues 
Conference, which draws Mexican American educators 
from throughout the nation 
“We have been in the vanguard, not only in bilingual 
education but in the general effort to assure excellence in 
education and parity for all youngsters regardless of 
race, color, creed or ethnic origins,” said Estupinian 
Estupinian said that in Pomona, AMAE has worked 
with the city administration to attempt to resolve 
problems which have to do with gang related violence. 
AMAE representatives have served on police interview 
boards and done voluntary community work 
Pomona AMAE is planning a dance Feb. 21 at the 
Sacred Heart Catholic Church to benefit its scholarship 
fund 
It maintains a copperative relationship with the 
Chicano Unity Council of Pomona Valley which includes 
representatives of labor, the professions, community 
leaders and students. 


Banks said the general purpose of BEA includes 
promoting the advancement of education “to provide for 
communication with the Pomona community, particular­ 
ly that part which comprises the black community." 
The group also tries “to identify and respond effective­ 
ly to honest concerns as they relate to the education of 
young people, particularly black young people,” and “to 
provide appraisal of job placement, affirmative action 
hiring policies and job opportunities of employes and 
other special needs for association members and the dis­ 
trict.” 


It also acts as a service agency for youngsters and the 
community, Banks said 
Mrs Chamberlain said that the fundamental purpose of 
AWARE is “to promote the status of women in all phases 
of education, specifically to meet the needs of members 
by providing a single organization to represent them ” 


“The idea for such an organization began in January of 
1975.” said Mrs Chamberlain “Women in the district 
whose positions were being cut or already had been cut 
due to lack of money were contacted and met informally 
to discuss the immediate problem and the horrifying 
statistics on the decline of women in administrative and 
supervisory positions in the district over the past 15 
years. 
“From this original nucleus the group grew to approx­ 
imately 20 individuals by May. This group decided to 


draw up a rough draft of a constitution and to hopefully 
formally organize in the fall.” 
Committees now are being formed to develop mim- 
courses for the secondary schools on women aw aren ess, 
career roles for women, an awareness package for inter­ 
view teams and an inservice workshop for ad­ 
ministrators, Mrs. Chamberlain said 
AW ARE will hold its next general meeting Wednesday 
at 7:30 p m. in the Education Center board room The

Lloyd defends B 1 bomber, sees 
it burdening Russia econom y 
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WASHINGTON — The Soviet Union is keeping tabs on 
American B1 bomber progress and is “ emotionally in­ 
volved“ with the long-range aircraft’s capabilities, says 
California Rep. Jim Lloyd. I>35 Dist 
“ The Russians are far more emotionally involved with 
the B1 than they are with the (present-day) B52,” Lloyd 
said during an interview here this week. 
“ They are going to have to work very hard to try and 
come up with an adequate defense for the B1 menace 
Television log 
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The freshman Democrat said Soviet attempts to 
defense the strategic bomber would force higher Russian 
military spending and continue to keep common luxuries J 
away from Soviet citizens 
That concept, Lioyd said, was one of the B1 pluses ig­ 
nored by a Brookings Institution study that recommended 
an immediate halt in the B1 program 
“ The concept of the B1 puts a strain on Russia's gross 
national product,” he said “ That means people don t gei 
nylon stockings and televisions and other luxuries but get 
defenses to B1 strength 
“ Their people are no different than we are and they 
want some of the luxuries of life.” 
Lloyd, a member of the House Armed Services Com­ 
mittee, said he had attended “ strong briefings by agen­ 
cies who normally ought to know, 
that indicated Russia 
has great overall concerns with the Bl. 
Lloyd would not comment on specific details obtained 
from the briefings, saying he was close to talking about 
classified information. 
The representative made the statements after attack­ 
ing the Brookings study. Lloyd said he had not read the 
actual study but added. “ Based on what I ve read in the 
newspapers I don't think Brookings has its tacts straight. 
“ There appears to be a situation of taking a position and 
then seeking data that supports it, rather than seeking 
data and allowing (results) to come out on their own. 
The 116-page study calls for a halt to the B l program 
and says the United States will be able to modernize its 
B52 force and use it “ well into the 1990s." Brookings 
analysts say the B52s could be armed with new cruise 
missiles that have a capability of carrying H-bombs to a 
target. 
IJoyd countered the findings, however, and said present 
B52s. which came into service in the early 1960s, will be 
outmoded in the 1980s The congressman also said B l 
bombers will be able to carry the cruise missiles. 
He said, however, “ The B l is a greater deterrent (to 
Russia) than either the B52 or the cruise missile ” 
The Air Force hopes to build up to 244 Bis costing $80 
million each Other estimates have put the cost closer to 
$100 million apiece. 
If constructed the B l will have the capability to fly 50 
feet above ground to go under enemy radar. It also will 
carry sophisticated anti-detection equipment and will fly 
faster and farther than any bomber designed, according 
to Lloyd.

Bishop will address

N EW YORK (A P )- T h e 
p ro fu sio n 
of 
“ new 
religions” that swept the 
American scene in the past 
10 years is now receding 
says a noted church 
historian in sizing up 
trends in faith foreseen for 
the rest of the 1970’s. 
He predicts a “ settled 
down” period of stability 
for the mainline Christian 
and Jewish bodies 
But 
the boom is over” 
for the various novel cults 
that have proliferated 
mainly among the young, 
says the Rev. Dr. Martin 
E. Martv, president of the 
U n iversity of Chicago 
Divinity School. 
He says all of them 
aren’t likely to disappear 
in the immediate future, 
but some already have 
declined, 
leaving only 
traces He said the survi­ 
vors have “ hardened, 
and. in general, no longer 
arouse the fascination they 


first was imported to this 
country in the late 1980s. 
He says other “ exotic” 
religious styles, such as 
neo-Pentecostalism, 
also 
are slipping and that “ the 
hardline Jesus movement 
has long ago had it 
Of the various groups, he 
says, “ their glamor is 
gone The number of af 
fluent young people and 
bored suburbanites on 
w hich th ey d rew is 
decreasing 
Hard times 
have been here long enough 
to cut down cm the luxury’ 
of people free to drift 
As for the main bodies of 
organized religion, he says 
they are entering ‘ a 
settled-down period” in 
which “ expectations seem 
lower and a more realistic 
generation has learned to 
be surprised by small gains 
and graces " 
He says that in Roman 
Catholicism, the statistical 


declines in attendance and 
in priests and nuns have 
leveled off - “ The worst 
demoralization seems to 
have passed ... People are 
ready now for the long 
pull ” 
A sim ilar stabilizing 
tren d is e v id e n t in 
P ro te s ta n tism 
a fte r 
several years of shrinking 
membership, he said 
“ Only when measured 
against the artificial boom 
of the 1950's has there been 
great Voss, 
he says. 
“ Many are also beginn­ 
ing to recognize that many 
of the losses must have 
come from the ranks of 
those who joined su­ 
perficially in the 1950 s 
revival. Except for their 
presence in the pews, they 
do not seem to be missed 
Financial offerings, a good 
American test of faithful­ 
ness. do not seem to have 
suffered.”

Human beings are “ so 
profoundly affected by 
sexuality” that it is a key 
factor in giving “ to each 
individual’s life the prin­ 
cipal tra its that dis­ 
tinguish it,” says the docu* 
m ent issued by the 
Vatican 
It adds that sex gives a 
person the biological, pey 
chological and spiritual 
c h a ra c te ris tic s 
that 
“ largely condition his or 
her progress toward ma­ 
turity” and involvement in 
society. 
This positive evaluation 
of sex. differing from older 


negative Church teachings 
about it. says that only 
respect for the definitive 
quality of sex “ insures the 
moral goodness” of sexual 
intercourse in marriage. 
That objective bond of 
union, and not mere 
sincere intentions, is es­ 
sential for sexual acts to 
uphold “ true human 
dignity” and to preserve 
the “ full sense of mutual 
self-giving and human 
procreation in the context 
of true love,” the declara­ 
tion says 
Out of this high view of 
sex, the Church statement 
hits at the contemporary 
confusion, downgrading of 
sex 
sta n d a rd s 
and 
“ widespread aberrant 
modes of behavior” that 
violate the “ true moral ex­ 
igencies of the human per­ 
son.” 
The d eclin e in sex 
morals is linked with 
the 


loss of a sense of God.” the

The corruption has in­ 
fected education and the 
general mentality, says the 
6.000-word analysis drawn 
up by Vatican office on 
sacred doctrine It adds:

As usual when these freeway rivals 
meet, it was a nailbiter until the end 
in front of 2,000 enthusiastic fans at 
Diablo Den. 
Poly enjoyed a slim 44-43 lead at 
halftime and stayed even with the 
hosts, trailing 75-73 with 3:45 left in 
the game. 
The Diablos then broke it open by 
most of them inside — baskets and 
a pair of key turnovers by the 
Broncs. 
Poly stayed within range and 
closed the gap to 82-79 with 48 se­ 
conds on the clock. Reserve guard 
Moochie Jones gave the Diablos a 
four-point lead by sinking one of two 
free throws but Poly had the oppor­ 
tunity to cut the margin to two 
Guard Joe Sills, who had made 
sev eral key baskets down the 
stretch, finally missed and CSLA got 
the rebound with John Johnson scor­ 
ing on a layup to ice the victory. 
Besides the game, Friday’s battle 
was a great individual show between 
Sills and CSLA’s Tommie Lipsey. 


Sills scored his career high at Poly 
with 37 points in making 15 of 27 field 
goals — most from long range — and 
all seven free throws. 
Lipsey, a 6-7 center, responeded 
with 32 points in making 14 of 16 — 
Most of them inside — baskets and 
four of five free throws 
“ Sills and Tommie were just 
great.” Miller said. “Sills has had 
four great games against us in his 
two years at Poly. If they ever 
played for the same team, it would 
really be something.” 
Cal State shot a blistering 62 per 
cent in making 37 of 60 shots while 
Poly was cold in connecting on wily 
35 of 80 CSLA enjoyed a big 43-27 
edge on the boards but the Diablos 
had 23 turnovers to the Broncs’ 13.

tvpical American boy has 
to go through to win a Gold 
Medal for America,’’ said 
Jaffee in an interview 
“What I'm hoping for is 
a small miracle. Somebody 
might have them in his 
home and not realize what 
they are ” 
The son of Russian 
im m igrants born near 
Leningrad, Jaffee is the 
only American ever to win 
th ree O lym pic Gold 
Medals in skating. His 
shortness at 5 feet 9, 175 


pounds was an advantage, 
he says, “because the butt 
should be closer to the ice, 
helping with stroking and 
in overcoming gravity.’’

Warden has been eye­ 
ball - to - eyeball with 
these two tournament- 
toughened Communist 
teams for a year now, 
throwing his padded 6-foot- 
3, 193-pound frame at their 
every thrust for a goal, and 
he feels qualified to pass 
judgment. 
“Last year in the world 
championship, I picked the 
Czechs,” he said. “Then 
the Russians clobbered 
them. That cured me. Now 
I realize that the Russians, 
even if they sometimes 
don't look better on paper, 
manage to come up witlj 
the big game.” 
He unhesitatingly picks 
the Soviet Union for the 
gold

“You have to figure it 
the way they do in Las 
Vegas,” he said. “The 
goalies are even. If there is 


an edge in goalies, it 
belongs to the Czechs. The 
d efe n se s—even. 
The 
offense— Russia has better 
forwards, three solid lines.

I must go with Russia.” 
Of the United States’ 
final game against West 
Germany, Warden said he 
hopes he and his team­ 
mates can “gut” it mit, and 
believes ^iey will. 
“We have been getting

“I keep trying to impress 
on these guys that we can’t 
afford any mistakes—not if 
we win that bronze. But I 
better keep my cool.” 
Warden is a battler. He 
has been since he was a 
youth in the Los Angeles 
a re a , prodded by a 
Canadian-born, hockey- 
minded father. 
Dr. James Warden, a 
pediatric physican who 
. moved from London, Ont., 
to California 18 years ago, 
is here with his wife, four 
other of his six children 
and a brother, Father 
Robert Warden, a priest 
now living in Windsor, Ont. 
Young Jim thus has his 
own cheering section. 
“Don’t think I don’t hear 
them,” Jim says, “even 
above the crowd, which, in­ 
cidentally, has been very 
demonstrative in their 
cheers for us.”

Calif., Jim and his brothers 
started playing kid hockey 
at the Pasadena Winter 
Garden.

Mikan, the first of the 
great “big men” in the 
National Basketball As­ 
sociation and now a succes­ 
sful businessman, says 
today's young people face a 
different world than did his 
generation. 
“1 advocate that schools 
should put a value on what 
a scholarship is worth and 
then pay the athlete 
monthly,” Mikan said. 
Such an approach would 
eliminate under-the-table 
deals, he said. 
“Let’s look at this thing 
as a business,” he added 
"It’s a big business, yet the 
schools expect the kids to 
play for peanuts. ” 
At 6-foot-10, Mikan was a 


college star at DePaul and 
a nearly unstoppable 
center on the great Min­ 
neapolis Laker teams in 
the 1950s. Voted “Mr. Bas 
kelball for the First Half 
Century by sports writers 
across the country, he now 
manages business ventures 
ranging from a travel ser­ 
vice to a condomium 
development in Hawaii. 
He said today's system 
makes it difficult for an 
athlete to excel in both the 
academic and competitive 
areas. 
“The school should be 
willing to spend a proper 
share to let the kids 
develop their talents," he 
said. “How is a kid going to 
compete in the world when 
he’s always going to be 
looking for a deal?” 
At DePaul in the early 
1949s 
Mikan received a 
work-schoiarship that paid

Geologists say they have 
identified a 105-mile-long 
geologic fault, much of it 
previously unknown, as the 
possible cause of the Feb. 4 
earthquake that killed 
nearly 19,000 people. 
George Plafker of the 
U.S. Geological Survey 
said he and two other 
geologists traced the crack 
in the earth’s surface by 
aircraft three days after 
the quake. Due to its 
nature, he said, the fault 
was not expected to trigger 
any more destructive 
shocks in the near future 
“The ground «breakage 
was observed in a con­ 
tinuous, welldefined line 
for a distance of 175 
kilometers (105 miles i, ex­ 
tending 
from 
near 
Quingua on the east to an 
area about 20 kilometers 
(12 m iles) north of the 
capital on the west ." he 
said. 
The geologists said the 
earth shifted horizontally 
on either side of the fault 
line, much as it does along 
the San Andreas fault in 
California, which touched 
off the 1906 San Francisco 
quake. 
Earthquakes involving 
mostly horizontal move­ 
ment usually are followed 
by aftershocks that get 
smaller with time. 
“ If the earthquake of 
Feb. 4 follows the same 
pattern, there should not 
be another destructive 
shock in the near future.” 
they said 
In Guatemala City, 
President Kjell Eugenio 
Laugerud said the quake 
killed 18,951 people, in­ 
jured 62,432 and left more 
than 1.5 million homeless. 
The figures were the same 
as those of the National 
Emergency Relief Com­ 
mittee, based on bodies 
buried and in ju rie s 
treated. 
O ffic ia ls said the 
casualty figures are being 
constantly reviewed as 
new information becomes 
available 
Some victims 
may have been counted 
more than once in the con­ 
tusion following the quake, 
and thousands of victims 
were buried in mass 
graves 
Hospitals in the capital 
were filled to capacity and 
one of them, San Juan de 
Dios, moved into a modern 
building in a sprawling in­ 
dustrial park after being 
evacuated last week from 
its old building because of 
aftershocks. 
“ Were accepting only 
those injured in the 
earthquake, except for 
emergency cases,” said 
Dr 
Armando Caceres, 
head of the hospital’s 
laboratory clim e 
“ Pos­ 
sibly by Monday we will be 
able to accept normal 
sickness and resume out­ 
patient treatm ent in a 
month * 
Outbreaks of typhoid, 
polio and dysentery were 
possible next week, 
Caceres said “ We re try­ 
ing to combat this by put­ 
ting chlorine in the water 
throughout the city.” 


Laugerud, in a national 
television and radio broad­ 
cast, pledged a massive 
reconstruction effort and

Looming high on Holly­ 
wood Hill overlooking Los 
Angeles stands a three- 
story Victorian mansion 
studied with turrets and 
spires, a monument of 
Gothic architecture and a 
relic of Hollywood s early 
days. 
This is the Magic Castle, 
the clubhouse of the Acad­ 
emy of Magical Arts, Inc., 
a lavishly decorated pri­ 
vate club devoted to ma­ 
gicians and lovers of 
magic. It is the only club of 
its kind in the world 
The Academy of Magic­ 
al Arts is a non-profit so­ 
cial organization dedicat­ 
ed to the advancement of 
the art of magic in Amer 
lea It was formed in 1553 
by the well-known magic­ 
ian. William Larsen Sr., 
and is carried on by his two 
sons. Bill Jr. and Milt, ma­ 
gicians themselves 
Larsen was a successful 
criminal attorney in Los 
Angeles until he gave up 
his practice to become a 
professional 
magician. 
With his wife, Gerrie. who 
later became the Magic 
Lady of Television, and his 
two sons, he toured hotels 
and nightclubs for many 
years 
The Academy of Magic 
a) Arts is supported by 
dues of members — LOU)
